1 . I am, with Dr. Frank C. Hoppensteadt, co-inventor and co-applicant in the patent 
application identified above ("the application"). 

2. I have a Ph.D. in Mathematics &om Michigan State University. 

3 . At the time of filing the appUcation I was Visiting Professor of Mathematics at 
Arizona State University. 

4. Presently, I hold the position of Senior Fellow in Theoretical Neurobiology at the 
Neurosciences Institute. 

5 . I have read the appUcation. 

6. The Detailed Description of the invention contained at pages 3 through 1 1 of the 
application and the drawings describe the best mode known to me of carrying out my and Dr. 
Hoppensteadfs invention to which the application relates as of the January 28. 2000 filing date to 
which I understand the application is entitled. 

7. The coupling ofthe outputs ofthe weighting network 21 to the phase-locked loop 
circuits 25 can be done by means other than the band pass filters 35. Directly electrically 
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connecting (the equivalent of an all-pass band pass filter), inductive coupling and resistive 
coupUng are examples of means by which the outputs of the weighting networks 21 can b( 
coupled to the phase-locked loop circuits 25 and still achieve operation of the invention as 
described in the aqsplication.
